Steph enso n’s sto ry was 
ridi­ 
cu led at th e stateh o u se. It was 
asserted th at du ring th e admin­ 
istratio n o f Go v . Ed 
Jackso n, 
th e state finance bo ard did no t 
depo sit a penny o f state mo ney 
with th e bank. Wh at 
transac­ 
tio ns th e bo ard h ad with

THIRTY MINUTES BEFORE 


West Frankfo rt, 111., Jan. 
9— 
KU.R)—An ex plo sio n in mine nu m ­ 
ber 18 o f th e Peabo dy Co al Co m­ 
pany , no rth o f h ere, cau sed o ne 
death and h eld between 20 and 
30 miners captiv e, a ch ecku p at 
1 p. m., to day disclo sed. All bu t 
30 o f appro x imately 130 men en­ 
dangered by th e blast, h ad es­ 
caped at th at h o u r. 
Th e dead miner, Carl Jo nes, a 
face bo ss o f West Frankfo rt, was 
o ne o f 700 men wh o h ad been at 
wo rk less th an 30 minu tes th is 
mo rning wh en a du st o f gas ex ­ 
plo sio n o ccu rred. 
Rescu e crews fro m h ere 
and 
nearby 
to wns 
wo rked 
u nder 
co mmand o f state inspecto rs in 
an effo rt to penetrate th e wo rk­ 
ings and determine th e fate o f 
th e missing men. 
Th e rescu e squ ads were equ ip­ 
ped with gas masks, 
o x y gen 
tanks and fire 
ex tingu ish ers. 
First effo rts were co ncentrated 
o n re-establish ing air passages 
to permit entry to th e affected 
sectio n o f th e mine. 
Officials in ch arge o f rescu e 
wo rk were no t su re th e missing 
men were killed by th e blast o r 
fav o red by clear air.

Recent arrests of alleged spies 
include 2 in London, 4 in Paris, 
7 at Kovno, and 1 in Copenha­ 
gen. 
The Soviets alone, it is re­ 
ported, have 
executed nearly 
100 alleged British 
spies this 
y ear. Execution 
of other na­ 
tionals would considerably swell 
this total. 
About a dozen convicted spies, 
including three Englishmen, are 
imprisoned in France. 
Reports from Italy , Spain and 
the Balkans, indicate that the 
so-called “y ellowwart” is flour­ 
ishing as probably it has never 
done before in history . 
Authoritive circles here give 
several reasons, not necessarily 
belligerent ones, for 
this 
in­ 
creased activity among the le­ 
gion of spies currently at work 
in Europe. 
Strangely enough, it is declar­ 
ed, Ger fa, where nearly fifty 
nations 
leet freq uently every 
y ear to 
ther the peace of the 
world, *

The breakdown of the naval 
disarmament conference at Ge­ 
neva, authorities assert, 
will

The progress of science

a highly 
efficient 
and 
extensive 
espionage 
sy stem 
among the nations, authorities 
declare. This branch of spy ing 
hardly 
existed prior to 
the 
world war. Now the news that a 
new germ, 
or gas, or ray , or 
tank, has been discovered or in­ 
vented, causes a hurry ing and 
scurry ing among the best ex­ 
pert 
agents 
throughout 
the 
world. 
Territory that has changed 
hands since the armistice, 
Al- 
sace-Loraine, 
the 
Saar, 
the 
Rhineland, Upper 
Silesia, 
the 
Polish Corridor, Vilna, 
Posen, 
all these territories lately Ger­ 
man and Austrian, are infested 
with spies 
working 
for a 
change-back, it is claimed. 
Soviet Russia, it is asserted, is 
constantly sending out 
agents 
spy ing the domestic, if not mi­ 
litary , situation of the country 
to which the agent is assigned. 
Even the movements to res­ 
tore 
deposed 
monarchs 
and 
heirs to a thorne add to the 
number of spies engaged in ac­ 
tive work. 
Although the m atter 
of 
a 
stand by the Legau-3 of Nations 
against espionage 
was mooted 
in 1920 at Geneva, it is felt here 
that its independent 
eradica­ 
tion is impossible.

age is honeycombing Europe. 


Recent arrests of alleged spies 


include 2 hi London, 4 hi Paris, 
7 at Kovno, and 1 hi Copenha- 
gen. 


The Soviets alone, it is re- 


ported, have executed nearly 
100 alleged British spies this 
year. Execution of other na- 
tionals would considerably swell 
this total. 


About a dozen convicted spies, 


including three Englishmen, are 
imprisoned hi France. 


Reports from Italy, Spain and 


the Balkans, indicate that the 
so-called "yellowwart" is flour- 
ishing as probably it has never 
done before hi history. 


Authoritive circles here give 


several reasons, not necessarily 
belligerent ones, for this in- 
creased activity among the le- 
gion of spies currently at work 
in Europe.

nation; 
leet frequently every

The breaKdown of the naval 


disarmament conference at Ge- 
neva, authorities assert, 
will

nature, it is declared. 


A drift towards war was caus- 


ed by the upheavals hi the Bal- 
kans during the past year. Spy- 
ing, it is claimed, was intensified 
following the Greco-Bulgarian 
rupture. The Yugo Slavian-Al- 
banian dispute added to the 
quota. The hitch hi the Poland- 
Lithuanian negotiations 
has 


caused a further influx of in- 
formers, provocative agents and 
secret police. 


The progress of science and 


invention has certainly pro- 
duced a highly efficient and 
extensive 
espionage 
system 


among the nations, authorities 
declare. This braiich of spying 
nardly existed' prior to 
the 


world war. Now the news that a 
new germ, or gas, or ray, or 
tank, has been discovered or in- 
vented, causes a hurrying and 
scurrying among the best ex-

agents throughout 
the 


world.

A. H. Connor, super- 
intendent oi" federal prisons has told the house 
appropriations committee in testimony before 
that committee, in which he has appealed for 
assistance.

the lowest period of any year, the three major 
federal prisons had G.90R while the total cell ca- 
pacity is or.b 3.773. 
One-third of the prison- 


ers are drug addicts, he stated. 


New crimes are created and defined by new 


statutes. Now criminals are convicted and the 
number increases daily. 
In America we are 


building prison-, while European countries are 


closing theirs. Crime is advancing at a much 
more rapid pace on this side of the ocean, and it 
should be controlled, or crime will soon control 
the rest. 


WEED OUT THE ARSONISTS 


During last year the national fire k*s total- 


ed $MO,54B,«2t toe highest in this country's his- 
tory. 
Consenratrfe estimates say that at least 


one-third of this loss was the remit ot anon. 


Fires caused by carelessness or ignorance are 


bad enough, and the public should be more than 
willing to learn how to prevent them. 
But how 


much more serious and terrible Is the fire caused 
purposely by the arsonist. 


Arson is one of the worst crimes and should 


be considered as such. 
The arsonist imperils 


life, property and prosperity of 
communities. 


Last year he destroyed at least $1M.M»,5« in 
property 
value, not to mention the lives he 


snuffed out. 


The public should give every aid to appre- 


hending this destroyer. Judge and state's coun- 
sel should deal with him rigorously, to the full 
extent of the law. He Is deserving of no sym- 
pathy. When we have conquered arson we shall 
have gone a long way In solving the fire-loss 
problem.
